COUNTRY WHERE "NOTHING WORKED", HE AND COLLEAGUE HAD FOUND 
ZAIRIANS FRIENDLY, DYNAMIC, WELL-ORGANIZED PEOPLE. REPLYING TO 
QUESTION, MOREIRA SAID THAT MOBUTU IS MUCH ADMIRED BY ANGOLANS 
FOR HIS POLICY OF AUTHENTICITY, AND FOR AID TO COUNTRIES STRUG- 
GLING FOR INDEPENDENCE. MOREIRA OPTIMISTIC REGARDING PROCESS
